But we would willingly know (and indeed fuch an 
Account in ordinury Civility we might have expected) 
why «ve are, by this At, abſolutely excluded from any 
Power or Authority in the Execution of the Militia ? 
Sure your Fears and Fealouſies are not of fuch a Na- 
ture, as are capable of no other Reniedy, than by 
leauing us no Power in a Paint of the greateſt Impor- 
tance in which God and the Law hath truſted us ſolely; 
and which we were contented to ſhare with you by our
